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Total  production  Qf  tallow  and  greases  in  the  world's  major  producing  coun- 
tries is  estimated  at  T^^90  million  pounds  in  1963,  up  8  percent  from  1962 
and  22  percent  above  the  average  for  1 956-60. 

About  two-thirds  of  the  increased  production  was  accounted  for  by  the  gain 
in  the  United  States.    U.S.  slaughter  was  higher  and  cattle  were  marketed 
at  heavier  weights. 

In  South  America  tallow  and  grease  production  was  up  about  k-0  million  pounds 
Increased  output  in  Argentina  accounted  for  practically  all  of  the  gain. 

Tallow  and  grease  production  in  Western  Europe  is  estimated  to  have  risen 
about  kO  million  pounds.  The  largest  increase  was  in  the  Netherlands  and 
there  were  lesser  gains  in  7  other  countries. 


Output  in  the  Eastern  European  countries,  excluding  the  USSR,  is  estimated 
to  have  remained  about  the  same  as  in  1962.    Heavier  slaughter  in  the  USSR 
resulting  from  feed  shortages  helped  to  boost  production  of  tallow  and 
greases  above  the  previous  year. 

Output  in  New  Zealand  apparently  was  about  the  same  as  in  1962.  Increased 
beef  production  in  Australia  was  accompanied  by  a  rise  in  output  of  tallow.

Exports  from  the  world's  leading  producers  of  tallow  and  greases  totaled 
2,768  million  pounds  in  1963,  nearly  one-fifth  more  than  the  same  countries 
shipped  in  1962.    The  United  .States  shipped  68  percent  of  the  total  and 
continued  to  dominate  world  tallow  trade. 

All  of  the  other  traditional  exporters  shipped  increased  amounts  in  1963. 
Shipments  from  Australia  and  Argentina  were  notably  higher.  In  Argentina 
slaughter  was  particularly  heavy ,  but  has  since  dropped  sharply,  reducing 
available  supplies  for  export. 

Part  of  the  increase  in  shipments  from  New  Zealand  was  associated  with  the 
introduction  of  bulk  handling  which  became  more  general  during  the  year. 
New  Zealand's  exports  formerly  were  of  drummed  tallow  and  most  of  its  trade 
was  with  Commonwealth  countries.    In  1963  bulk  shipping  increased  rapidly, 
and  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  China  was  one  of  the  most  important 
buyers  of  both  bulk  and  drummed  tallow.    The  Republic  of  South  Africa  has 
increased  its  purchases  of  tallow  in  New  Zealand  and  Australia,  largely 
at  the  expense  of  U.S.  exports  which  have  dropped  sharply  in  the  last  two 
years. 

Outlook 

World  trade  in  tallow  and  greases  appears  headed  for  another  record  level 
in  196^.    The  United  States  will  probably  ship  a  greater  proportion  of  the 
total  than  in  the  past  year,  possibly  as  much  as  80  percent  of  world  ex- 
ports.   Demand  in  Europe  and  Japan  continues  strong  and  will  likely  remain 
strong  during  the  rest  of  the  year.    Australia,  New  Zealand,  and  Canada 
will  probably  ship  about  the  same  amounts  as  in  1963  while  Argentina  and 
most  European  suppliers  will  export  less.    Argentina  has  been  importing 
tallow  and  will  likely  not  be  exporting  to  any  great  extent  for  the  rest  of 
196*4-.    Demand  in  Eastern  Europe,  Western  Europe  and  Asia  is  expected  to 
remain  above  the  previous  year.    With  plentiful  supplies  in  prospect,  U.S. 
exports  for  196*4-  may  be  as  high  as  2.3  billion  pounds  with  total  world  ex- 
ports over  3  billion. 

Long  range  market  growth  in  industrialized  countries  will  likely  be  confined 
to  animal  feeds,  lubricants  and  other  non-soap  uses,  as  detergents  continue 
to  gain  acceptance.    In  the  underdeveloped  world  increased  use  of  tallow 
is  more  likely  to  reflect  rising  use  of  soap  as  living  standards  rise.
